MOST MOTH CURES 
ARE VALUELESS 


This year for the first time a great 
many people are finding clothes 
fested with moths 
damage has been done by the insects, 


in- 
and considerable 
which made it necessary to destroy 
the articles by fire, 

It is said anti-moth fumigators are 
effective only in containers and are 
not reliable in ordinary roms or clas- 
ets according to result of tests recent- 
ly made, 

Small cases, cards or bags contain- 
ing napthalene will not furnish pro- 
tection against moths when hung in 
a room or large closet, will not drive 
out flie:, mosquitos, roaches, bed- 
bugs or ants, and will not purify the 
air, disinfect or destroy odors,  ac- 
cording to the result of a test. 

For many years the materials were 
called moth repellants and it ‘was be- 
lieved that their odour would keep 
moths from entering a closet or 
drive them out if they were already 
there, Experiments have shown that 
moth larvae will crawl through a line 


of paradichloro-benzene, commonly 
called P.D.B., or of napthalene, and 
not be affected. Adult moths will 


fly over P, D, B. placed across the side 
of a box and deposit eggs on the 


| flannel in the box or will remain and 


breed in a small open room or closet 
where both compounds are present in 
considerable amounts 

Both materials are very effective 
against moths when used as a fum- 
igant at the proper dosage in small 
tight containers as for example 
trunks, boxes, and small tight chests 
or wardrobes, They cannot be re- 
lied upon in the ordinary rooms or

THE WEEK AT OTTAWA 


(BY F. W. GERSHAW) 

Canada like some thirty-six other 
countries of the world has now a 
Central Bank called the Bank of Can- 
ada, The head office will be in Otta- 
ma and branches may be established 
in other places in Canada or outside 
Canada. The management shall con- 
sist of a Governor, Deputy Governor 
and seven directors. The Prime Min- 
ister has stated ‘that the governor 
will be some one from England and 
this was the occasion for a rather 
bitter debate, One side felt that 
a man experienced in interational, 
banking, should be appointed, and 
the other side argued that some one 
familiar with the racical and econo- 
mic conditions of this country, should 
be appointed, 

The governor ond deputy will be 
ful time men. 

The stock of the bank will be sold to 
the public and the rate of interest paid 
to shareholders will be four and half 
per cent. If more than thisis made 
as profit, it goes to the treasury. 

The note issue privileges shall be 
withdrawn gradually from the chart- 
ered banks: 5 per cent for five years, 
then 10 per cent for five years, in 
all 75 per cent starting in 1936. 

A long debate followed the clause 
on private ownership, The govern- 
ment members voted to a man for pri- 
vate ownership and all the other i.e. 
Liberal and U. F, A for government 
winership 

The Bank of Canada will take over 
the seventy: million dollars worth of 
gold from the Finance Department 
and also all the gold from private 
banks The banks’ will be allowed 
$20.67 per ounce for their gold and 
not $34,67 which is the present price, 

The bank will act as a financial 
agent for the Dominion government 
and probably the provinces, The Bank

periments it is true, attempt to rob the mysterious of its mystery. 

There is a reason, of course, for this outburst. 

Strange, eery aquatic monsters have been sighted in diverse corners 
‘Of the globe. Reports concerning them have been considered of sufficient 
interest to warrant publication all over the world. A British Columbia 
Jake provided the first thrill of the present series—a thrill which became 
familiar in everyone’s mouth under the eupkonious title ‘‘Ogopogo’, The 
ocean, not to be outdone by a mere inland lake, immediately produced 
another of these strange denizens of remote waters, which, christened 
“Cadobrosaurus” to fix the credit of its habitat to Vancouver Island, quickly 
acquired a popular name. As “Cady’’ it attracted as much attention from 
reporters and the general public, during its brief occupancy of the spotlight, 
ag have the Quebec quintuplets of more recent and certain origin. 

France next came to bat with a claim on behalf of its particular pet, 
seen as through a glass darkly, but acclaimed a monster, a freak, a lusus | 
maturae, or a throwback.

pogo’, ‘“Cady’’ or what-have-you, was different! Scientists were interview- 
-ed by representatives of the popular press and, in unguarded moments 
suggested it was a relic of pre-historic times hurtled across the ages, in 
some inexplicable way, into A.D, 1933 or 34. 

It is to be regretted that Scotland should have been visited by one of 
‘these unknowns. The hard-headed Scot, on occasions such as the annivers:- | 
ary of Burns, may indeed be prone to vain imaginings and uncanny 
visions, but in his normal state, he is, essentially, “from Missouri’’. 
‘Loch Lomond, which has induced many poems, caught the fashion. It pro- 
“duced a freak seen from its ‘‘bonny banks’’. But when Loch Ness sought 
‘to uphold the dignity of salt-water—that was too much for the practical 
wace north of the Tweed. It (the Loch Ness monster) was photographed— 
‘and strange, indeed, it looked! A scientist subjected the picture to pierc- 
ing scrutiny—and the mystery was gone. It was, in his opinion, the photo- 
‘graph of the fluke of a killer-whale, too modern an animal, foresooth, to be 
-acclaimed in competition with the million year throwbacks which imagina- 
‘tion had created. 

Until another wave of freak discoveries hit the pages of our newspapers, 
tthen, we must content ourselves with Alley Oop's disnosaur as a constant 
veminder of things that were before man was endowed with his amazing 
“capacity to wonder,

Postal Rocket Tested 


Will Speed Delivery Between Britain

Control Wheat Exports 


Young Alberta Man Playing Alchem- 
ist For Wheat Growers 

Like an alchemist of old seeking 
a formula for transforming base 
metals into gold, a young red-head- 
ed Canadian, in a modern setting, is 
searching for a formula which will 
effectively control wheat exports and 
establish a minimum world wheat 
price system, 

Andrew Cairns, product of an Al- 
berta farm, University of Alberta 
graduate and wheat pool statistician 
in turn, has won distinction unique 
as chairman of an _ international 
wheat commission created to better 
the lot of farmers of five nations. 

Through his interpretation of com- 
plex wheat production problems, 
“Andy” has won appreciation and 
praise from United States and Euro- 
pean co-workers, Quiet-spoken, deli- 
berate in his thinking, this 35-year- 
old student from the Canadian 
prairies understands the language of 
the wheat rancher and has found his 
niche in directing the distribution of 
a world wheat supply under the Lon- 
don wheat agreement. 

His genius for organization has 
brought him a personal power where 
world wheat pacts are discussed, At 
Rome and at London he has matched 
wits with the shrewdest wheat trad- 
ers of four continents. Through his 
devotion to an ideal, a world-wide 
upheaval is being moulded into an 
economic entity. 

He is the possessor of a doctor’s 
degree from the University of Min- 
nesota but it was under the watch- 
ful eye of Dr. F. J. Birchard, in the 
research laboratory of the board of 
grain commissioners, that he capi- 


talized on his start with the Alberta 
wheat pool. 


Australian Poet Honored 


Bust Placed In Poet’s Corner Of 
Westminster Abbey 


Adam Lindsay Gordon, national 
poet of Australia, who has been hon- 
ored by his bust being placed in the 
Poet's Corner of Westminster Abbey, 
is the first British Dominions poet to 
be so commemorated, and the first 
poet so honored since Tennyson, be- 
side whom his bust stands. 

A memorial volume by Mayor 
Douglas Sladden, on whose petition 
the monument has been erected, has 
heen published, giving the story of 
Gordon's eventful life, his one love 
affair, and his tragic death. 

Gordon sailed to Australia “in the 
wild old days’’ and ‘‘became succes- 
sively a mounted policeman, a horse- 
backer and trainer, a member of par- 
liament, and the most famous steeple- 
chase rider Australia has _ ever 
known.”’ 

He died by his own hand in 1870. 
Burdened with debts, and depressed 
by the news that he had lost the 
case for the recovery of his ancestral 
lands (as head of the Gordons of 
Hallhead in Aberdeenshire) he went 
out into the scrub and shot himself— 
the day after he had published his 
last book of poems, ‘‘Bush Ballads 
and Galloping Rhymes.”

Englishman Has Wonderful Collec- 
tion Of Match-Box Tops 

A nephew of Lord Kitchener of 
Khartoum, Major Pat A’Beckett, of 
Ye Old Ploughe Inn, Speen, a Buck- 
inghamshire village, owns the largest 
collection of match-box tops in the 
world. He has 22,000 different tops, 
and they cover every available inch 
of space on all the walls in three 
rooms at his home. He has been 
collecting them for many years, and 
has travelled almost the world over 
in search of new designs. He has 
some of the first match-boxes which 
came into use, and a history of world 
progress can be traced in the color- 
ful designs on the match-box covers 
which form a unique wallpaper at 
his country inn, A few years ago, 
ex-King Alphonso, who is also an en- 
thusiastic match-box top collector, 
paid a visit to Major A’Beckett and 
spent several hours 
display.

Few Motor Car Drivers Would Ride 
In Horse Race 

“They're off!’ The cry rang from 
twenty thousand throats when King’s 
Plate Day saw the opening of the 
horse racing season at Woodbine 
Park, Toronto. But the newspaper 
reports indicate that more than the 
horse racing scason has started. The 
Highway Death Derby is underway 
again and the morning newspapers 
of a recent date carried the story of 
five deaths. Two days’ toll! The 
prizes for speed and thoughtlessness. 

It is amazing what a thrill most 
people get when watching a horse 
race. The speed is great, there is an 
element of danger, and there is vi- 
brant eager life. In actual figures, 
however the fastest spced attained 
by a horse in a mile race is about 38- 
odd miles per hour. Nevertheless 
there are few of those who stand on 
the lawns and cheer who would care 
to ride in one of these races. But 
almost any of them will go out onto 
the highway and drive—amid condi- 
tions of light or traffic, and along 
side other drivers and vehicles of all 
types and conditions—at speeds and 
in a manner which would constitute 
@ hazard were he the only person on 
the road. 

And there is still another differ- 
ence between horse racing and driv- 
ing a motor car. The same people 
who would not dare attempt to ride 
@ horse at a speed of some thirty 
miles an hour will drive a motor car 
of sixty, eighty or a hundred horse- 
power at far greater speeds. 

A lack of a sense of proportion is 
also indicated by the behavior of 
many people who will take a chance 
and bet on the races—one expects to 
win sometimes. But on the streets 
and highways these same people will 
repeatedly gamble their lives against 
the saving of a few seconds and never 
expect to lose. There is an old 
gambling phrase, “You can beat a 
racc but not the races,” which seems 
to cover the case perfectly. You may 
take a chance in traffic occasionally 
and escape harm, but continued un- 
safe actions will inevitably result in 
accident, injury or death.

Sun Spots And Weather 


More Rain And Fewer Grasshoppers 
Is Indication 


Cheering words for agriculturists 
of Western Canada were issued by 
A, W. Meggett, past president of the 
Winnipeg Astronomical Society, who 
predicted more rain and fewer grass- 
hoppers are indicated for Manitoba 
and the west between now and 1938. 

The reason for his assertion is that 
spots on the sun are approaching 
their maximum period. Since 1928, 
Mr, Meggett explained, the last time 
at which sun spots were at their 
maximum, the sun has been fairly 
quiet. There has been a falling off 
in rain, and insects, including grass- 
hoppers, have been multiplying. 

“Records kept in Manitoba since 
1895,” he said, “show that where 
there has been a maximum sunspot 
period, there has also been a mini- 
mum grasshopper period. 

“As the number and size of the 
sun spots increase, the amount of 
ultra-violet rays also increases, play- 
ing havoc with the insect world, and 
bringing increased rain because the} 
electrification of the upper atmos-| 
phere helps to form cloud particles 
with more abundant water vapor.”

with control of Couch Grass, Sow 
Thistle and details as to the loss 
caused through weeds in Western 
Canada. 

Canada Thistle spreads through 
seed, running roots, seed grain and 
manure, It causes damage through 
crowding out field and forage crops; 
by taking plant food and moisture 
from and reducing yalue of crops; by 
increasing the difficulty of cultiva- 
tion and making necessary the pur- 
chase of special machinery as ‘well 
as causing increased cultivation and 


kceping the infested land entirely 
black for one complete growing sea- 
son.
